Governor Fred W. Green tonight 
laid his complete financial plan 
before the legislature. 
He submitted a budget In sup­ 
port of his advocacy of a blanket 
appropriation bill, a stute proper­ 
ty tax of not more than 120.OOO,- 
OOO and the establishment of new 
sources of revenue to luke care 
of a four year Institutional build­ 
ing program. 
The budget revealed that 
the 
institutions and departm ents re­ 
quested appropriations 
totalling 
$95,000,000 for the nex 
2-vear 
aeried. 
This compares with a to 
tai of about $6 8 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 recom­ 
mended by the administration. 
Requests for the 
fiscal 
year 
1929-30 
totaled 
$61,432,624. 
which amount was 
slashed 
to 
$33,939,992 In 
the 
adm inistra­ 
tion bill. For the year 
1930-31. 
appropriations 
of 
$43,642,105 
were asked and In the adminis­ 
tration bill $33,853,157 is 
advo­ 
cated. 
In connection with the 
budget 
the governor submitted a tenta­ 
tive ten-year institution building 
program. 
It 
represents 
the 
needs of the institutions as esti­ 
mated bv their governing 
heads.

Director Lord, too, praised gov­ 
ernmental employes generally for 
their co-operation in making a suc­ 
cess of the budget system. A large 
part of hts address was devoted to 
un account of the battle against a 
threatened deficit in th© current 
fiscal year. 
“Every year s in ce the installa­ 
tion of tho budget system," he said.

RYALL TALKS 
TO ROTARIANS 


Escanaba Lawyer Out­ 
lines Work of Nation­ 
al Committee 


One of the most interesting and 
informative addresses 
delivered 
before the Escanaba Rotary club 
in many months was that given 
yesterday 
by 
Attorney 
A. 
IT. 
Ryall. dealing with his work as 
a member of tho National Com­ 
mission For tho Promotion 
of 
Uniform State Laws and of The 
American Law Institute. 
At the outset of his 45 minute 
address yesterday Mr. Ryall trac­ 
ed the origin of laws. calling a t­ 
tention to tho general misconcep­ 
tion that laws are derived from 
some written ancient code 
and 
expounding the fact that all laws 
are derived from well defined hu­ 
man practices. 
He 
traced 
the 
origin of the 
Law' 
of 
Moses, 
showing that it wus written only 
after the Jewish race had been 
ijt existence for several centuries 
and the Roman Law, which also 
did not come into existence until 
after the Roman 
Empire 
hud 
flourished for many years. 
He called particular attention 
to the fact that almost exactly 
1400 years after what is known 
as the Justinian Code, from which 
many of the laws of today are de­ 
rived, was perfected 
there 
has 
been undertaken in the 
United 
Stutes the work of codifying the 
laws of this nation. 
The Justin­ 
ian Code, ho explained was a cod­ 
ification of all Roman Laws and 


the National Commission for tile 
Promotion of Uniform State Laws 
aud The American Law Institute 
are today seeking to accomplish 
the same thing in relation to the 
laws ot America as was perform­ 
ed for Emperor Justinian 
1400 
years ago.

and th e re ig some evidence to in­ 
dicate th a t lack of vitam in C is 
im p o rtan t in the 
production 
of 
pyorrhea and caries 
in 
hum an 
m ouths, but upon this point a rg u ­ 
m ent is still being carried on. und 
much more data is needed. 
O ther investigators have found 
a relationship of vitam in A to tho 
growth of teeth. 
Apparently then all of the v ita­ 
mins are necessary to keeping the 
m outh in health, and perhaps th e 
appearance of decay of th e teeth, 
secondary to the absence of su f­ 
ficient quantity of any of them , 
is the result of a general deficien­ 
cy of good heuith ra th e r th a n of 
specific action ou th e teeth.

Summer School Will Be 
Conducted in Alger 
County 


Ann Arbor, Mich. Jan. 26— The 
School of Forestry and Conserva­ 
tion at the University of Michi­ 
gan on June 24 will open its first 
sophomore summer camp, 
using 
as temporary quarters a lumber 
camp 
of 
Clevelaud-Cliffs 
Iron 
company in Alger County, about 
ten miles west of Munising and a 
short distance off the main road 
The use of this camp is made pos­ 
sible through the courtesy of the 
company, and it is estimated that 
twenty-five students will 
attend 
the session. 
Professor 
Robert 
Craig, Jr.. who has just returned 
from a trip to select 
the 
camp 
site, will be Director and Profes­ 
sor Shirley W. Allen, an instruc­ 
tor. 
The purpose of the camp is to 
give the forestry 
students, 
who 
have completed 
two 
years 
of 
collegiate work and are about to 
enter on advance studies in the 
School of Forestry and Conserva­ 
tion at Ann Arbor, 
a 
thorough 
acquaintance with Michigan for­ 
est conditions, and a chance to 
practise forestry in the field. The 
measuring 
of 
logs, 
individual 
trees and stands of timber, study 
of growth and yield 
of 
timber 
stands, practice in 
fire 
preven­ 
tion and suppression and the con­ 
struction of forest improvements, 
will make up the program. 
The location of the temporary 
camp will permit the frequent ex­ 
cursions to wood working indus­ 
tries of the region including pa­ 
per mills, sawmills, woodenware, 
veneer, 
and 
wood 
distillation 
plants. 
The camp is also located 
within 
the 
Mackinac 
Purchase 
Vnit, established by the National 
Forest Reservation 
Commission, 
and including the area in which 
purchases are being made for one 
of the National 
Forests 
in 
the 
Upper Peninsula. 
This camp is 
also near some splendid stands 
of virgin timber and within an 
easy reach of modern logging op­ 
erations. 
May IV* Permanent 
The students will 
be 
in 
the 
woods until the middle of August 
and it is the belief of the School 
of Forestry and Conservation at 
Ann Arbor that this summer of 
practice work under experienced 
leadership will equip the boys to 
get more out of the Junior sum ­ 
mer's employment. 
This Is usu­ 
ally spent on National or State 
forests. State land economic sur­ 
veys. or private woods operations. 
It is hoped that within a short 
time arrangements will be made 
by the University for a perman­ 
ent summer camp for the forestry 
students in good stand of virgin 
timber and with sufficient area 
for 
conducting 
forestry 
opera­ 
tions year after year. 
All pro­ 
ducts of the forest will be Involv­ 
ed in such a plan including tim ­ 
ber. game, fur, fish and recrea­ 
tion.
